Although copied from a similar | 
plan used by the War Production | 
Board in the last war, the pro- 
gram for the time being is on a 
much more modest scale than its 
predecessor. This time, direct al- 
locations will be made only in 
production involving defense and 
defense supporting production and | 
construction goals. 


NO OFFICIAL ESTIMATE 


No official estimate as to the 
quantities of steel, copper and| 
aluminum, which would be

| the defense agency, but unofficial | 
estimates fixed the figure at| 
somewhere between 40 and 50 per | 
cent of annual supplies.

HISTORIC ROUTE al 
Indian Springs is only 5 es 
from Atlanta on U. S. 24, south, or 
Ga. 42. The route is historically 
rich, marking *he area inhabited 
by the Creek Indians before they 
were evicted in 1821. Part of 
Gen. William Tecumseh Sherman's 
army traveled the route, and 
ante-bellum homes still spot the 
countryside. ° 


McDonough, 28 miles outside 


Atlanta, developed around a 
stagecoach stop on the Carolina- 
Alabama route, rnd the Indian 
Springs Indian treaty. ‘ The gp 
was leveled after Battle of 
Atlanta by Sherman’s army of the 
west. 

Later, 20,000 Confederate troops 
camped there in preparation for 
an attack on Union troops at 
Jonesboro, 

The Jacksonian, McDonough’s 
first newspaper, was the first 
American publication to urge the 
election of Andrew Jackson to the 
presidency. 

Jackson, however, 17 miles south 
of McDonough, was not named for 
the President, but Gov. James 
Jackson of Georgia, 1798-1801. 
The First National Bank of Jack- 
gon is built on the site of the home 
of the man who first published 
Grier’s Almanac, Robert Grier, 
Some Jacksonians boast of copies 
dating back to 1810. 


PLENTY OF FISHING 


Turning east from Jackson on 
Ga. 16 is the route to Jackson 
Lake, the scene of better and bet- 
ter catches for the angler every 
year. It is a dream lake for the 
artificial bait fisherman, with a 
regular water level and plenty 
of vegetation. 

The lake is spotted with fishing 
camps, tourist cabins and good 
victuals abound, 


But continuing south from Jack- 
gon, less than five miles on U.S. 
23, Ga. 42, is Indian Springs 
State Park, one of Georgia’s show 
places of history and beauty. 

The springs were discovered by 
@ Federal exploring scout named 
Watson in the 1790s when he 
imagined he smelled gunpowder, 
‘and found instead a sulphur spring 
feeding steadily from a rock. The 
Creek Indians later told him they 
drank the water for its curative 
properties. 


INDIAN TALES TOLD 

In 1800, Creek tribes under the 
half-breed Gen. William MclIn- 
tosh established a village here. 
Then, McIntosh, over a period of 
25 years, ceded the land to the 
government in exchange for $400.- 
000 and an equal amount of land 
west of the Mississippi. The land

On How Ballet Is Born

When we suggested to That Man that we go to the civic ballet, 


he said

“You don’t know what you're 
talking about,” we argued, 
“if you knew anything about 
the birth ef a ballet, you'd be 
more appreciative and more in- 
terested.” 

“Who ever heard of the birth 
of a ballet?” he asked. 

“I have, and here’s the story 
—and from members of Atlanta 
Civic Ballet who'll. present an 
original ballet, ‘The Swan and 
the Skylark,’ April . 20-21, at 
the Woman’s Club, at the an- 
nual performance.” 

“And what do these attending 
physicians at the ballet’s birth 
say?” he asked. 

“Like all creative projects, 
the ballet is so intangible 
that one finds it impossible to 
evaluate. The director, Doro-* 
thy Alexander, who conceived 
the ballet idea, said several 
years ago she sang the ‘Swan’ 
and the ‘Skylark’ with the At-° 
lanta Choral Guild. She 
dreamed of a ballet on this 
theme. She said that some- 
times one reached for an idea 
and sometimes the idea con- 
sumes one and demands ex- 
pression. It was that way 
with this ballet. Dorothy does 
the choreography (that’s the 
story) and then she selects 
the music which comes closest 
to the idea. 

“Casting comes next, and she 
thinks the personality of the 

dancer is more important than 
technical perfection. Then she 
thinks of costumes and sets 
and—would you believe it?—the 
dance steps are the last things 
she works out, planning them 
to fit the idea of the music and 
dancing. 

“Margaret Shepherd designs 
the costumes and says that as 
she listens to the music it takes 
form in color and movement. 
She says that actually the de- 
signing is an association of 
ideas. In this ballet she had to 
keep the four seasons of the 
year in mind with suitable col-

a lot of colored scarves? No ballet for me!” 


ors for each. After she gets an 
over-all mental picture of her 
reactions to the music, which 
is Glazaunow’s ‘Sessions’ for 
this ballet, the idea is given to 
Dorothy for approval and 
then to Lucile Pelot who ac- 
tually executes the costumes, 
planning the cutting of the ma- 
terial to get the desired effect. 

“Many little problems have 
to be worked out. She said one 
was that the tutu of the skylark 
costume needed the effect of a 


tail. They worked on the trial

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and error method until the de- 
sired effect was obtained. 


“Arranging the music, accord- 
ing to Georgine Akin, is done by 
selecting it to fit the. idea and 
it is sometimes necessary to re- 
arrange the concept to fit the 
music. Dorothy found the com- 
plete score of the music in Lon- 
don last Summer and ‘we have 
seldom found a score that fits a 
ballet so well as does this one. 
The group is using the score 
with very little variation. 


“Jack Ramsey, from Hamil- 
ton, Ohio, is designing the sets 
and says that it's one of the 
most difficult he has ever 
done for the entire ballet is 
performed without closing the 
curtain, yet the scene must 
give the impression of chang- 
ing with the seasons. Jack 
said this was solved by using 
shades of gray as the back-

ground and changing the ef- 
fect by the use of colored 
lights. 


“He says he has a tree and 
shrubbery which can be re- 
moved from the stage while you 
and the rest of the audience 
watch the dancers. To have the 
Skylark appear from the clouds, 
Jack is using a nine-foot ramp 
which ends in a cliff on the 
stage. Jack works out#ideas, 
then makes architettural draw- 
ings to be followed in the actual 
construction. 

“So there is some background 
on the birth of a ballet. You 
see it’s not all leaping in the air, 
girls on their toes and pretty 
costumes. It’s work.”

Are room and board counted 
as wages? 

No. Only cash wages includ- 
ing carfare if paid in cash. 

If your maid or help works in 
other homes? 

Count only the work she or 
he does for you. 

If someone working in your 
home meets the 24-day, $50 
test: 

Starting Jan. 1, 1951, you are 
expected to deduct 1% per cent 
from his or her cash wages. 
Your contribution is an equal 
amount. At the end of each 
quarter you send the tax with a 
report of wages paid to the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue, At- 
lanta, Ga. 

Should you do anything now? 

Yes. If you have not already 
done so, contact the office of 
the Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue, Atlanta, and request social 
security forms be mailed to you. 
Once the Collector’s office has 
your name and address it will 
continue mailing the forms to 
you each quarter without your 
requesting them. 

If you, or your husband or 
wife, are sole owner of a busi- 
ness or professional practice 
and make social security reports 
for other employes on form 941, 
you may add your household 
workers to those reports instead 
of using the special housesold 
report, Form 942.

Troubled with spots before 
your eyes when you go up in 
a plane? If they are ink spots 
from your fountain pen, they 
can be avoided, 

Simply keep your pen in an 
upright position, says Wilbur 
Olson, director of, product de- 
velopment for a laige pen com- 
pany, and you won't have any 
trouble. That's the way a pen 
is designed to be carried, any- 
way, Olson points out, and most 
men do it right. They just clip 
it on their vest pocket. 

But women are apt to put 
their pens anywhere from. the 
bottom of their handbag to up- 
side down in their suitcase. So 
the pen expert suggests to the 
ladies: Don’t put your pen in 
your suitcase at all. Even if 
you clip it to the side, you are 
not absolutely safe, because the 
suitcase may be turned upside 
down in transit. 

The safest thing is to clip 
oer pen to the side of your 

andbag,.or to the inside mirror

The Company is legally and morally 
entitled to a fair profit on its investment 
and it is to be assumed that the Public 
Service Commission believes the new rates 
will make that possible, even with the bet- 
ter service the Company now is under 
obligation to provide. 


A Victory for the Attorney ‘General 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook’s five-year 
battle against abuse of extradition proce- 
dure by politically inclined judges of other 
areas is beginning to bear fruit. 


In two Federal Circuit Court rulings— 
one in Missouri and the other in Califor- 
nia—the Attorney General has obtained 
decisions which in effect declare, lamen- 
tably for the first time, that all states 
possess adequate judicial machinery for 
the protection of the civil rights of de- 
fendants. . 


If upheld by the Supreme Court that 
simply means that an escaped prisoner 
from Georgia, or any other state, must 
return to the state claiming him upon the 
issuance of extradition orders by the Gov- 
ernor of the asylum state. Any claim that 
the prisoner’s civil rights have been vio- 
lated must begin in the courts of the state 
from which he escaped. 


There is only one loophole in the vic- 
tory Mr. Cook so far has won. It is that 
no action is possible against a Governor 
refusing to extradite a prisoner in the first 
place, though the Constitution and the 


law give him no determination in the case. 
That is a matter which the Congress ought 
to remedy. 

There have been only two instances in 
which governors have refused extradition 
of prisoners wanted in Georgia, one in 
Michigan and one in New Jersey. Both 
obviously were for political purposes. In 


the New Jersey case the Georgia fugitive 


shortly thereafter was charged with seri- 
ous crime there, a fact which gave rise 
to the comment here that if other states 
wanted to provide a haven for criminals 
escaped from Georgia, it ought to be all 
right with us. 

If what Atty. Gen. Cook has accom- 
plished so far is confirmed by the Su- 
preme Court, it will save Georgia, and 
other Southern states, a great deal of 
expense and time in obtaining the return 
of criminal fugitives. It will, moreover, 
prevent the use of the courts of other 
states as platforms for the abuse of the 
Georgia prison and judicial system, a prac- 
tice which has been encouraged by some 
judges in the Northern and Eastern states 
as a means of political campaigning.

He Wouldn’t 
Play by the Rules 


WASHINGTON—President Truman’s dismissal 

of Gen. Douglas MacArthur as commander of 

American and United Nations forces in the Far 

East has created a political furor, the lingering effects of which 

may carry over to the next national election campaign. At least, 
concerted efforts to that end will be made. 


Republicans, aided by some Democrats, are out to make the 
most of it as a live issue. Gen. MacArthur may be expected to 
help the agitation along with the series of public appearances 
and speeches he is counted on to make after returning to the 
United States from his long, self-imposed military exile. 


He has been out of the country since before Pearl Harbor, 
declining various invitations to come back for the hero’s welcome 
that awaited him after the end of the war. When he does return, 
and it now promises to be soon, he naturally will be the subject of 
much attention—all the more so in view of the dramatic circum- 
stances of his dismissal. 


But while determined efforts will be made to exploit the inci- 
dent politically, the opinion of most observers is that the furor 
raised over his head will be short lived and will pass over as a 
live issue in due course. Some of the Republicans will undoubt- 
edly try to keep it alive, hoping to capitalize on the General’s 
popularity. But in the end the sober judgment of the country is 
expected to prevail and the matter will be soon forgotten. 
Only Truman One reason why the issue is not likely to 

stay alive is that it can hardly apply to 
anyone: but President Truman himself. And Mr. Truman, it is 
believed, is more certain than ever now not to seek a third term. 
The very fact that he was willing to take the bold and provoking 
action he did is cited as further evidence that he has no intention 
of running again. If political considerations had entered into his 
decision, it is reasonable to suppose he would have handled the 
affair differently. 

And if Mr, Truman is not to be a candidate to succeed himself, 
the Republicans cannot very well make the MacArthur issue stick 
against someone else who had nothing to do with the matter. 

As most Democrats and many leading Republicans view the 
situation, the President had no other alternative than to order 
Gen, MacArthur to give up his command. There can be no dis- 
pute on the score that the General had “consistently and deliber- 
ately ignored or circumvented admonitions from his superior to 
hold his tongue,” as even a staunch Republican newspaper like 
The Washington Evening Star editorialized. 


But it wasn’t so much his disobedience of orders as the over- 
all implications of what he was advocating that brought about 
the General’s dismissal. He was demanding that he be given 
authority to wage an all-out war on Communist China, involving 
the use of Chiang Kai-shek’s forces on Formosa to establish a 
second front on the Chinese mainland and freedom to bomb wher- 
ever he pleased. He was urging a course which our officials 


» believe would lead to another world war. 


The crux of the situation has been adequately 
The Crux stated by Lieut. Gen. Robert L. Eichelberger, for- 
mer commander of the Eighth Army in the Pacific under Mac- 
Arthur. Now retired, he said some things which Government 
officials can ill afford to say openly. 

Gen. Eichelberger, one of our ablest military commanders, 
expressed the opinion that Marshal Stalin committed himself to 
protect China from attack when he succeeded in getting the Chi- 
nese Reds into action in Korea. He definitely is of the opinion 
that for us to do the things MacArthur has been agitating for 
would result in Russia coming into the war. Our whole policy 
from the Korean beginning has been to prevent the war from 
spreading, if. possible. 3 

Under the circumstances the President felt compelled to move. 
Time will justify his decision with the American people. Mac- 
Arthur had to be let off the team when he refused to play ball 
according to the rules.

A Ride Into Death Valley 


SEOUL, Korea—Dear Ralph: 


I rode through Death Valley the other day, the 


road north of Hoengsong where back in February our 38th Regiment was caught 

on the roads as it attempted to move south and was badly chopped to pieces. I 

had seen the pictures of the dead who lay along this road when the Marines 

fought their way back in, and &s the jeep entered the pass I dreaded, really, going 

- down that road. I have become hardened to the sight of enemy dead, for the body 

of a dead Chinese to me, and to anyone else out here, is not the remains of a human being, but a 
bundle of old rags, nothing at all. You have to feel that way, I suppose, or vou would begin to doubt 
the wisdom of all this killing. For they are just boys, peasants, ignorant, dumb, driven cattle who 


know nothing of why they fight. 


But what I was going to say was that the 
sight of the American dead still hurts me, 
and I try not to see them if I can help it. 


People who have not seen death in battle 
think of it as being like death in bed, the quiet 
form complete and whole, and only lacking life. 
But, as you know, that is not the case, and violent 
death is not a pretty thing. Except, strangely, 
around the shattéred ones the mortars caught, 
there will be some who look only as if they were 
asleep, with nothing but the little round blue 
hole where the bullet went in to show why they 
lie there so still.

Truman Foresaw MacArthur Reaction 


Special to The New York Times and The Atlanta Constitution 
WASHINGTON, April 12—President Truman told associates he anticipated an initial hostile pub- 
lic reaction to his removal of Gen. Douglas MacArthur but he was just as confident the Republican 
Party would rue the day it adopted the General as the spearhead for a new attack upon the Presi- 


dent and his foreign policy. 


This view of Truman calmly appraising the 
probable reactions of his drastic action against 
Gen. MacArthur became known Thursday along 
with some of the chronology of events which led 
up to the 1 a. m. announcement Wednesday. 


It can now be stated on excellent authority 
that the President had made up his mind to 
relieve Gen, MacArthur shortly after 3 p, m. 
last Thursday, the instant he saw a copy of a 
ticker dispatch on yellow paper reporting the 
content of the General's letter to House 
Minority Leader Joseph W. Martin, Jr.. of 
Massachusetts. advocating concentration of 
American power to fight Communism in Asia 
instead of Europe. 


So far as the President was concerned, this 
letter to Rep. Martin was the culmination of a 
long series of public action by Gen. MacArth:r, 
which, in the President's views, involved' advo- 
cacy of policies that increased the danger of 
World War HUI. Secondarily, of course, he re- 
garded the General’s action as another act of 
insubordination—a defiant refusal to accept the 
supremacy of civilian control of the military and 
follow orders to submit foreign and military 
policy declarations to Washington in advance for 
clearance. 


From shortly after 3 p. m., Thursday, there- 
fore, until 1 a. m. the following Wednesday, the 
President was silent not because of indecision 
but rather because he wanted to work out the 
manner of the removal, the naming of replace- 
ments, and the timing of the action. While he 
talked with many people in this period, only a 
handful knew that the final decision had been 
made. The result, therefore, was that this was 
one of Washington's best-kept secrets./ 


The President was anxious that the matter be 
handled just right, without any news leaks in 
advance. He wanted to be certain that the orders 
relieving Gen. MacArthur went out over military 
communications so they would be delivered in 
Tokyo during daylight hours, and that the public 
announcement with sup documentation 
should come simultaneously. | 


While replacements were being considered and 
the material to be made public was being col- 


lected, Truman, talking with associates, foresaw 
the uproar that Republicans.would raise on Capi- 
tol Hill. He told them that he believed the first 
reaction of the public would be pro-MacArthur. 
On both counts. he was, of course, right. As of 
late this afternoon, the White House acknowl- 
edged receipt of more than 5,000 telegrams and 
said about 75 percent of thern opposed the Presi- 
dent’s action, 


Up on Capitol Hill, the Republican Congres- 
sional Committee checked with the 47 Republican 
Senators and 200 Republican members of the 
House and reported these results:

But the President felt before he took the ac- 
tion that Gen. MacArthur's policies were tragi- 
cally wrong and dangerous. He said that the 
General was allowing himself to be used by Re- 
publican leaders and some publishers as a means 
of attacking the President’s foreign policy. 


Truman was represented as feeling that if he 
was right—and he was confident that he was— 
then the American people, in time and after they 
had all the facts, would give him their support. 
He felt that Gen. MacArthur's advocacy of poli- 
cies that tended to divide our Allies had increased 
the danger of all-out war in Asia was a more 
important issue’ than the simple reassertion of 
civilian supremacy over the military. 


Even before Gen. MacArthur was re- 
moved, the President foresaw the possibility 
of a triumphal teur by the General across the 
country from the West Coast and it was his 
opinion that the net result of this also would 
be good since the people would get more facts 
about the controversy. 


He thought the top GOP leadership on Capitol 


_ Hil] would at once embrace the General’s cause 


as another club with which to beat his adminis- 
tration and its policies, but, being so confident of 
eventual public backing, he added a belief the

- Honor in Their Own Land 


The Georgia Writers Association has inaugurated the pleasant practice of 
recognizing and honoring contemporary Georgia authors—a practice that in some 


respects is little short of phenomenal. 


Writers, even as prophets, are frequently 


‘without honor in their own land and it must make even the lowliest pam- 
phieteer feel that he has not toiled in vain when his work gets the attention 
which this week has been dispensed to all Georgia authors. Best-selling authors 
undoubtedly crave the approbation of the homefolks, too, for, as everybody knows, Margaret Mitch- 
ell did not value the world acclaim accorded “Gone With the Wind” half so much as she valued the 
honest pleasure and pride her fellow Georgians took in the book. For that reason we feel that the 


Georgia Writers Association performs a fine serv- 
ice in this, the outwritingest section of the South, 
by keeping ever before the homefolks the names 
and the works of Georgia writers. 


Even now a committee of reviewers, book- 
sellers and erudite ladies and gentlemen from the 
various colleges and universities are probably 
studying the 75 books which were published in 
1950 by Georgians, with a vieW to picking the 
winners of the coveted GWA awards, which will 
be presented the week of June 5 at Emory at 
Oxford. 


We don’t know who the judges are and we 
haven't talked to anybody who knows any- 
thing about the probable outcome of the three 
primary contests—fiction, nonfiction and po- 
etry. But we have been studying the list 
of authors and wondering who would be 
Reader’s Choice, if, for instance, just a 
reader chose. A nonprofessional, unexpert 
reader of the I-know-what-I-like school, for 
example. 


The. list is long. This has been a bumper 
year in books and the judging won't be easy. 
But it should be exciting. What Georgia novel 
did you enjoy the most? Look at this partial list: 
“Louisville Saturday,” by Margaret Long; “Re- 
prisal,” by Arthur Gordon; “Better a Dinner of 
Herbs,” by Byron Herbert Reece: “Love Stories 
of India” and “Infinite Woman,” by Edison Mar- 
shall; “A House With ‘Stairs,” by Marie Camp- 
bell; “Episode in Palmetto,” by Erskine Cald- 
well; “No Time for Fear,” by Davenport Steward. 


We haven’t read the Marshall books or “Re- 
prisal,” but we found Davenport Steward’s story 
of a young Quaker farmer who fought with Mar- 
ion, the Swamp Fox, extremely readable, sus- 
penseful and well written. The fact that it did 
not reach best-selling lists in the nation and 
draw a fat contract from Hollywood is probably 
due to its publication by a small beginning local 
house. 

Herbert Byron Reece’s “Better a Dinner. of 
Herbs” is actually a long prose poem, rather than 
a novel, ana belongs in a class with his “Bow 


_ Down in Jericho,” which will undoubtedly win 


the poetry prize for the North Georgia balladist. 
It is exquisitely written, of course. We also liked 
Marie Campbell’s gentle. little tale of life on a 
plantation during and after the War Between the 
States, written from the standpoint of a little 
Negro girl. 

But for this Average Reader the way-out-in- 
front selection of the year would be Margaret 
Long’s “Louisville Saturday.” Nobody who read 


“Louisville Saturday” can forget the people in . 


it and the things that happened to them. In 
fact, even those who get queasy about that old 
book-seller’s standby—sex—have not complained 
that its presence in “Louisville Saturday” was 
offensive, unnecessary or misplaced. And that 


a ee mee 


must have been due to Miss Long’s talent for 
making her characters flesh and blood people who 
behaved, not always nobly, but naturally, any- 
how. Ah, yes, we liked “Louisville Saturday”"— 
and so, of course, did reviewers and the book 
buyers throughout the nation. 

The nonfiction choice will be even more dif- 
ficult, probably because it’s longer. Dr. E. M. 
Coulter’s scholarly and important “The Confed- 
erate States of America” must be at the top of 
anybody’s list. We liked John- P. Dyer’s “The 
Gallant Hood.” Gen Lucius Clay’s “Decision in 
Germany” and Ralph McGill’s “Israel Revisited” 
are also prospects. A book which surprised us 
by its sheer readability and the wealth of Atlanta 
history in its pages was one of those family his- 
tories which are not customarily popular fare. 


This one: Charles Howard Candler’s story 
of his father, “Asa Griggs Candler.” Mr. Can- 
dler’s life moved in lockstep with the growth 
of Atlanta and that no doubt accounts for 
the scope of interest in this book. 


The decision of the real judges of the books 
produced by Georgians in 1950 will not be known, 
of course, until June 8 We will be one of those 
who awaits the outcome with interest and pleas- 
ure—no matter the winners. For, as we said, 
the practice of recognizing and approving the © 
works of Georgians is one of the pleasantest 
things the Georgia Writers Association could have 
inaugurated.
